WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—(P)— 
A controversial crop control bill 
finally was ready for house con- 
sideration tonight, a week and a 
half after the beginning of the spe- 
cial session called to enact farm 
legislation. 

The house agriculture committee 
completed a measure providing for 
strict federal control of major 
crops, with fines for violators of 
the program, whenever two-thirds 
of the affected farmers approved 
in national referenda. 


In the senate, Democratic Lead- 
er Barkley, of Kentucky, declared 
quick action by congress to lighten 
the tax burden on business was 

ridiculous,” then gave assurance 
that a bill would be passed “before 
the corporations have to report 
their income tax on March 15,” 

“It is ridiculous to. think that a 
bill could be passed by the house, 
considered by the senate finance 
committee and passed in the sen- 
ate by Christmas,” Barkley said. 

Subject to the referenda, the. 
farm legislation provides for lim- 
itation of the marketings of wheat, 


of the acreage planted by cotton 
farmers. 
Question Unanswered. 

Like the bill already being de- 
bated in the senate, it leaves un- 
answered the question of financing 
the program beyond the $500,000,- 
000 appropriation authorized for 
benefit payments under the pres- 
ent soil conservation-subsidy act. 

Chairman Jones, Democrat, Tex- 
as, said he would ask the house 
Ways and means committee to pro- 
vide “not less than $100,000.000” of 
new revenue for farm benefits, but 
that he was not at all. certain 
Chairman Doughton, Democrat, 
North Carolina, of that committee, 
would agree. 

Agriculture bills of the house 
and senate differ in the degree of 
compulsion they would authorize 
in enforcing cotton acreage con- 
trol provisions. 

The senate draft, for eXample. 
provides a penalty of 75 per cent 
of the sale price of cotton grown 
on acreage in excess of the farm 
quota. The penalty provided in the 
house bill is only two cents a 
pound. 

Seed Loans Sought. 

Chairman Smith, Democrat, 
South Carolina, of the senate agri- 
culture committee, introduced a 
bill to authorize a $50,000,000 ap- 
propriation for seed loans in 1938. 
Loans would be made to farmers 
unable to raise money otherwise > 
to purchase seeds for their crops. 

The house ways and means sub- 
committee, headed by Representa- 
tive Vinson, Democrat, Kentucky, 
has been making a detailed analy- 
sis of the undistributed surpluses 
and capital gains taxes, principal 
obiects of business criticism. 

It has tentatively approved 
changes which would lift the un- 
distributed profits levy from 88 
per cent of the country’s corpora- 
tions—those with net incomes of 
less than $25,000. 

Backers of the wage-hour bill 
made a conciliatory gesture toward 
the American Federation of Labor 
in an effort to get the legislation 
enacted at the present session of 
congress. 

The gesture took the form of a 
recommendation by the house la- 
bor committee that wage-hour 
standards be administered by the 
Labor Department instead of the 
proposed independent, five-mem- 
ber board.

The whole of the 150-page book, 
entitled “Flying Over Ethiopian 
Mountain Ranges,” is devoted to 
the beauty of war. To Vittorio 
“everything was fun.” 

Describing a bombardment of 
Ethiopian Galla cavalry a few days 
before Christmas, 1935, he writes: 

“We arrived upon them unob- 
served and immediately dropped 
our loads of explosives. ...I re- 
member that one group of horse- 
men gave me the impression of a 
budding rose as the bombs fell in 
their midst. It was exceptionally 
good fun and they were easy to 
hit as we were not too high up. 
They offered a perfect target.” 

A Model for Youth. 

In the preface to the volume, 
Vittorio states the purpose of the 
book is “to have Italian youth 
learn from a young man what it 
feels like to be fighting a war 
when only 20 years of agé and to 
be above war’s sorrow, appreciat- 
ing only its beauties.”

ALBERT BURLESON, 
WILSON AIDE, DIES 


Texan Was Twice Postmas- 
ter General and Former 
Congressman. 


AUSTIN, Texas, Nov. 24.—(#) 
Heart disease today claimed the 
life of Albert Sidney Burleson, 74, 
postmaster general in the cabinet | 
of President Woodrow Wilson and 
“father” of the air mail service. 

Private funeral services were 
held later in the day with burial 


here. The ritual of the Episcopal 
church was read by the Rev.

Burleson, the first Texan to 
hold a cabinet position, retired 
from public life at the end of his 
second term as postmaster general. 
Previously, he served 16 years in 
congress and eight years as dis- 
trict attorney, for Travis and Wil- 
liamson counties.

He was one of 
the most outstanding men ever to 
serve Texas in the national cap- 
itol.” 

Senator Tom Connally ex- 
pressed sorrow at the “end of an 
affectionate friendship over a long 
period,” and added:

D. L. Earnest Can Still Read 
Constitution Without 
Glasses on Birthday. 


ts most of us, but to one man it 
marks a real day of thanksgiving. 

Professor D. L. Earnest, veter- 
an science instructor at Univer- 
sity High school in Athens, gives 
thanks for long life and long years 
of useful service to the state of 
Georgia. 

Today he is 75 years old. 

Rounding out three-quarters of 
a century of full and vigorous life, 
Professor Earnest looks back on 
40 years.of continuous work in the 
normal schools of the state, years 
spent teaching the younger gen- 
erations how to teach others still 
younger. 

Thankful for these things, he is 
today proudest of the fact that 
he can still read the most minute 
print or script without aid of 
glasses. 

“I can see just as well now as 
I could 52 years ago when I first 
began to teach at Alabama State 
Normal school,” he said yesterday.

CONGRESS WILL AID 
AMERICAN BUSINESS 


Assures Nation Pensunk Re- 
cession Is But ‘Pause Be- 
fore Another Climb.’ 


DETROIT, Nov. 24.—(?)—Hen- 
ry. Ford said in an interview to- 
day that he was confident the 
present session of congress would 
accomplish “something really con- 
structive” as an aid to American 
business, and added he was sure 
the United States would not be 
drawn into another World War. 

He termed the present business 
recession “temporary and artifi- 
cial.” It was not a set-back, he 
said, but a “pause before another 
climb.” 

“No one,” he said, “need look 
at next year with any uncertain- 


Ford referred to the tax on 
surplus earnings as “a move on 
the part of certain exponents of 
an out-of-date financial system to 
control industry.” 

Surpluses Vitally Necessary. 

“Our lawmakers may not know 
this,” he went on, “but that’s the 
way it works.” He. explained that 
without surplus business could _- 
4“ n 
most instances,” he said, “the bor- 
rowing must be made of finan- 
cial interests that demand control 
of business as the price of their 
loans.” 

“The United States will not be 
drawn into another World War,” 
he said, “because there are 2,000,- 
000 well-educated veterans here 
who know the futility of such 
conflict.” 

Commenting upon the develop- 
ment of his glass making, steel 
fabricating @nd rubber growing 
industries, Ford said the objective 
was not to create a “vertical 
trust,” but merely to “protect our- 
selves by keeping an eye on proc- 
esses and costs in the industries 
we rely upon for our materials.” 

“I don’t believe in ‘self-suffi- 
ciency’ in this respect,” he added. 
“We obtain parts and equipment 
from 6,000 suppliers, whose work 
supports 3,000,000 persons. You 
can see how impossible it would 
be for one business to become en- 
tirely independent of outside 
sources. If business is to be good 
for one, it must be good for all. 
No one can ‘hog’ anything. To 
centralize all our needs in our own 
plants would curtail rather than 
increase employment.” 

Back to Land. 

Ford said one of the prinicpal 
reasons for his establishment of 
small industries in smaller rural 
communities was to attract more 
people to the agricultural areas. 
“A lot of people must go back to 
the land and we must. provide 
them with farm equipment at low 
prices,” he said. “There is entire- 
ly too much idle land that must be 
made productive if a real and per- 
mament prosperity is to be en- 
joyed. 

“Over-production is a fiction. 
Up to date all we’ve ever had is 
under-production. Produce a plen- 
tiful supply of necessities and get

Every person who ever heard of 
the Battle of Atlanta or who ever 
read ‘Gone With the Wind’ will 
want to see it, and there'll be 
plenty to see. If this job is done 
right, and we should not do it at 
all unless we do it right, it will 
be the most impressive historical 
presentation in the entire world.” 

L. R. Bush, electrical engineer, 
and Burt Wellborn, who super- 
vised the electrical effects at the 
Fox theater, bidders, told the com- 
mittee it would take three weeks 
to complete the work after it is 
started. 

The committee also asked esti- 
mates on rearranging the entrance, 
elimination of the mast through 
the center of the building and the 
raising of the roof, all of which 
would be advantageous, it was 
said.

BEWARE THAT AFTER-DINNER 
COMA. 
One of the many things learned 


a hundred years ago by Dr. Wil- 
liam Beaumont in his study of di- 
gestion, through a trapdoor or per- 
manent opening into the stomach 
of Alexis St. Martin, (the result of 
a gunshot wound), was that “gen- 
tle exercise facilitates the diges- 
tion of food.” 


Recent scientific investigation 
by Frances Hillebrandt and Meryl 
M. Miles (American Journal of 
Physiology, October, 1933) sub- 
stantiated the belief that protract- 
ed moderate exercise does not in- 
terfere with digestion. 

Whatever concepts the old folks 
may have, all competent authori- 
ties agreed that moderate exercise 
after a meal tends to improve di- 
gestion by increasing metabolism, 
the absorption of oxygen and all 
the vital functions. 

Violent exercise, such as a race, 
a long swim or any great muscu- 
lar effort, physiologists find, tends 
to delay digestion. So it is better 
not to _ a full meal shortly be- 
fore you go out to thrash somebody 
or play football. You'll give a bet- 
ter account of yourself if you take 
only a litle sugar in one form or 
another to keep your blood sugar 
level up and supply quick energy 
for the muscles, and enjoy a good 
feed after the fight is over. 

Eating at bedtime is a health- 
ful habit for young persons who 
work or play hard every day, for 
almost any normal individual on 
the callow side of 40. But after 40,

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FUTURE TRAFFIC SYSTEMS 
Captain Jack Malcom, chief of the traffic 
bureau of the Atlanta police department, rec- 
ommends some drastic changes in the city’s 
method of traffic control. So drastic, in fact, 


are his suggestions that they will probably ic 


prove startling to a large proportion of local 
motorists. 

In all probability, however, the system Cap- 
tain Malcom recommends, or one similar, will 
be necessary some time in the future. Con- 
stant increase in traffic congestion upon At- 
lanta’s irregular and narrow streets creates a 
constantly intensifying problem and it is in- 
evitable that a far-reaching revision of present 
conditions must be made, sooner or later. 

Malcom proposes four one-way arteries of 
north and south traffic through the city, in- 
cluding Spring street, Peachtree and Whitehall, 
Ivy street and Courtland street. In addition, 
he would establish two great parking places, 
municipally owned, for free parking and would 
cut new arteries to relieve the pressure of east 
and west traffic. 

It is a picture of coming traffic control Mal- 
com paints. Some day Atlanta will be forced 
to create some such system. 

There is another reform which will have to 
come, though efforts so far have failed. That 
is the prohibition of curb parking on streets in 
the downtown area. There is neither logic nor 
reason in permitting motorists to use half the 
public streets as parking garages. The prac- 
tice not only seriously handicaps the movement 
of traffic. but is a nuisance to every user of the 
streets, either motorist or pedestrian. is a men- 
ace to safety and works an unwarranted in- 
justice upon the merchants. Prospective cus- 
tomers are many times driven away from the 
stores they wish to patronize because parked 
cars prevent them from leaving their own cars 
within easy distance of the place where they 
wish to trade. 

The situation is irritating and inconvenient 
for every man or woman who comes downtown 
to make purchases and is thereby destructive 
of that customer goodwill so valuable to the 
merchant who would succeed.

CHRISTMAS SEALS 

This week marks the opening of the annual 
sale of Christmas seals for the financing of the 
national and state war against tuberculosis. 
Under the leadership of the Georgia Tubercu- 
losis Association, 14,500,000 of the seals will be 
offered, through local organizations, for sale in 
this state. 

Recent statistics have disclosed remarkable 
progress in the nation-wide effort to stamp out 
the disease which used to be known as the 
“great white plague.” Definite reduction in the 
number of those suffering from the disease and 
@ marked decrease in mortality provide mute 
testimony of the efficacy of the work being 
done. 

There is, however, a long and hard fight 
Still to be waged and it is vitally important 
that it be liberally financed. This year, with 
an expansion of the work done along this line 
by the State Department of Public Welfare and 
the State Board of Health, there is greater need 
than ever before for increased aid. With a 
broader program, including community medical 
service for tubercular patients who are barred 
from the state hospitals by lack of room, there 
is a much larger need for funds. 

There is no easier way of helping a cause 
which contributes tremendously to the pro- 
longation of human life and the increase of 
human happiness than by purchase of as many 
of the little Christmas seals as each one of us 
can afford. 


THE BENEFITS OF SICKNESS 

In an article appearing in The Reader’s 
Digest, Louis E. Bisch, M. D., asserts. that ill- 
ness may be a blessing to the stricken, as sub- 
stantial benefits may result from enforced oc- 
cupancy of a hospital bed. 

Illness, says Dr. Bisch, actually changes the 
individual. He is-temporarily relieved from the 
pressure of day-to-day contact with the world, 
responsibility is lffted from his shoulders, and 
he has time for calm introspection. 

The bedridden patient has the opportunity 
to review his life, to think soberly about his 
future. Illness gives that rarest of opportuni- 
ties, a second chance, not only at health, but 
at life itself. 

Mistakes made in business, in marriage, in 
social life, become clear as the individual lies 
with nothing else to do save to think and to 
remember. Plans may be matured with clearer 
vision and, with returning strength, those plans 
may be clarified and made practical. Many a 
previous square peg in a round hole has seen 
his fundamental error while helpless in a hos- 
pital and has been able afterwards to reor- 
ganize his life to greater benefit and happier 
living. 

Many of the world’s most famous men and 
women have achieved their finest work when 
suffering from severe illness. Eugene O’Neill 
did not begin to write his plays until a serious 
breakdown sent him to a hospital and trans- 
formed a drifter into a man with an objec- 
tive in life. 

Florence Nightingale reorganized the hospi- 
tals in England while she was too ill to move 
from her bed and Pasteur gave the world his 
great discoveries while semiparalyzed and un- 
der constant menace of apoplexy. Milton wrote 
“Paradise Lost” after he went blind and re- 
corded his experience in the line “Who best can 
suffer best can do.” 3 

Sickness may not be a handicap. It fre- 
quently is a blessing. In any event, the in- 
dividual with capacity to think, to rationalize 
and to accept opportunity, can, if he will, turn 
sickness into an advantage. 


NEW ARCHITECTURE 

The art of the architect has always reflected 
the spirit of the age. 

This is again demonstrated in a discussion 
on structural designs for New York buildings 
contained in a bulletin published by the Build- 
ing Trades Employers’ Association of New York. 

Architects in the metropolis, it is noted, must 
henceforth create their designs to provide 
stronger roofs, both as defense against bombs 
from airplanes and also as bases for anti-air- 
craft guns.

EXTRAORDINARY AMBASSADOR WASHINGTON, Nov. 24. 

William Christian Bul- 
litt is unquestionably the most extraordinary ambassador extraor- 
dinary and minister plenipotentiary on the New Deal’s diplomatic 
list. A pale, animated Philadelphia gentleman, with a head like an 
egg and a mind which has sometimes been too brilliant for his own 
good, he is the only American diplomat in recent years to play the 
part of an independent power in European affairs. 

Recently it was rumored that Bullitt had undertaken a per- 
sonal mission to Warsaw to persuade the Polish government not to 
join the Fascist front. He hastily explained that he was only in 
Poland to visit his old friend and fellow ambassador, Tony Biddle, 
another interesting diplomat who parts his hair down the back and 
has a charming wife whose purchases of Democratic campaign books 
have been generous. 

Whether or no Bullitt’s explanation is to be accepted, the story 
of his Polish mission is entirely characteristic of the sort of news 
of bh Bullitt doings in Europe which keeps trickling back to this 
country. 

The most astonishing and the most reliable of these morsels of 
Bullittiana is the report that, throughout the last months of Leon 
Blum’s premiership of France, Bullitt served the initiator of the 
French New Deal as the closest and most confidential of advisers. 


BLUM BRAIN-TRUSTER Bullitt, who has spent much of his 


time in Europe, was an old friend of 
the millionaire leader of the French Socialists, but it was hardly 
to be expected that he, the mere envoy of a foreign power in these 
days when envoys are no more than puppets at the end of cable 
wires, should have achieved such a position. Such things used to 
happen in eighteenth century diplomacy, but they are pretty rare 
now. 

Nevertheless, the fact that President Roosevelt took a lively per- 
sonal interest in the Blum experiment, so closely parallel to his 
own, and the further fact that Henry Morgenthau’s Treasury De- 
partment was acting as a sort of financial godmother to Blum’s 
administration, brought Bullitt and Blum into intimate contact. Al- 
though it has not been publicly noticed before, it was an open secret 
in well-informed Paris circles in the months before Blum’s fall that 
their relationship had ripened to the point where Bullitt was posi- 
tively acting as a sort of Blum brain-truster. 


FASCINATING STORY The most fascinating, although not the 


most certain, item in the story is that, 
when the recalcitrants of the French senate finally forced Blum to 
resign, Bullitt was the first person consulted by the fallen Premier. 

According to a report from excellent sources, Blum told Bullitt 
that, since the senate had denied him the emergency powers he be- 
lieved he had to have, he planned to leave his office with a blast 
against the Conservative senators. The general idea was that he 
would give the senators the same sort of medicine that President 
Roosevelt gave the justices of the supreme court. 

Bullitt immediately protested, pointing out that, if the transi- 
tion between the Blum and Chautemps cabinets was not effected 
without a hitch, the hand of the Fascist powers would be greatly 
strengthened by the disunion in democratic France. According to 
the report, Bullitt pleaded with Blum for a whole hour—and over a 
French telephone at that—and finally succeeded in persuading him 
to go out in the lamblike manner which he finally chose. 


TWO DICTATORS SPEAK And even more remarkable a set 


of European stories was brought 
back from Europe recently by a member of one of the great New 


| York banking houses whose representatives are the welcome guests 


of dictators and prime ministers. 

On his European expedition, as the banker tells his stories, his 
first stop was Rome, where Mussolini naturally called in a man 
with such a power of money behind him for a chat. The Italian 
dictator’s first question was as to the impression his regime made 
in America. The banker admitted the impressiveness of some 
Italian accomplishments, but said that the constant Italian war talk 
made all the world nervous. 

Mussolini protested, calling to the banker’s attention an inter- 
view with him that had appeared in a London paper shortly be- 
fore, in which he had protested his peaceful intentions and urged 
an understanding between Italy and Great Britain. He said that 
all he wanted was to be allowed to develop his new empire, with- 
out interference from London. As for the famous Fascist front, he 
remarked that he could not fathom the mental operations of his 
German colleague in dictatorship. He described Hitler rather irri- 
tably as a northern dreamer. ; 

The banker returned to the London branch of his house, bub- 
bling over with this choice and distinctly juicy morsel of interna- 
tional gossip, only to find that a member of the London firm had 


also been taking tea with a dictator. 


TLER The British associate had been in 
HARANGUED BY Hl Germany. He had been called in 


by Hitler, who treated him to a rather windy harangue on the need 
for firm friendship between Germany and England. In the course 
of the harangue, Hitler expanded at great length on his peculiar 
racial thesis, placing his emphasis on the all-importance of amity 
between the two great Anglo-Saxon and Germanic peoples. He 
pointed out that England and Germany had come close to destroy- 
ing one another in the last war and predicted that they would cer- 
tainly succeed if they fought again. 
And what would be the result of such mutual destruction? Hit- 
ler asked. The astonished London financier could scarcely believe 
his ears when the German dictator answered his own question. He 
remarked that Mussolini would hold the balance of power and have 
his way in Europe, and especially he used a distinctly contemptu- 
ous term to characterize his close Italian partner. | 
Having digested his London associate’s interesting report, the 
New York banker trotted off to call on the British prime minister, 
Neville Chamberlain. . The two men soon fell to talking of govern- 
ment and economics. The subject apparently reminded Chamber- 
lain of the famous English economist, John Maynard Keynes. 
Keynes has acted from time to time as an adviser at the White 
House, and Chamberlain whimsically asked the New York banker 
if there wasn’t some way to fix it so that Keynes could be kept 
permanently in Washington. Chamberlain remarked that he en- 
joyed seeing Keynes priming the American pump by spending, but 
that it really was too expensive and too bothersome to have him 
talking his pump-priming policies in England. 
Improbably neat as they are, these stories are now being told by 
the New York banker, who is one of the most celebrated and pow- 
erful members of the financial community, as serious and inter- 
esting sidelights on international affairs. Therefore, they are worth 
repeating and have been repeated.

In a recent magazine article, Mr. Walter Davenport has an 
article entiled “All Work and No Pay,” which indicts southern 
cotton mills and reveals the awful plight of mill workers. 

Mr. Davenport and his editor doubtless intended to serve their 
country and mankind, but unfortunately the article points the finger 
of scorn and condemnation at the wrong things and leaves an 
impression that is wholly false. 3 

In the first place, the things that horrify Mr. Davenport are 
not peculiar to cotton mills but are typical of the south. 

_He speaks with scorn of the mill worker’s house, which sets on 
brick piers. But so also does the house of the small-town mer- 
chant, editor, doctor or banker—unless it is very new. It isn’t 
ag vars it is the climate. : 

a worker’s home, Mr. Davenport sat on a “splin shelf” 
which the worker called a porch. The gentlemen Mie no above 
have the same splintery shelves at the front of their houses and also 
——. porches. : 

e worker’s diet moved Mr. Davenport to pity, but such things 
as collards cooked with fat-back and eaten with rik bread happen 
to please the southern palate. 

Mr. Davenport suspected rottenness in Denmark because mil] 
owners wouldn’t let him examine their books, but would the pub- 
lishers of Collier’s allow a mill worker from South Carolina to 
examine theirs? 

Mr. Davenport offers a pay voucher to show that one man 
worked 40 hours for $14.14, from which 90 cents was deducted for 
house rent. That wage is low. It wouldn’t be a living in New 
York. But in New York a house providing the same floor space, 
air hag sunlight would cost the worker $20 a week instead of 90 
cents. 

The chief point of Mr. Davenport’s article, however, is that work- 
ers actually work for nothing. He offers vouchers to prove it. The 
man who earned $14.14 owed a bill at the store which took the last 
cent. Therefore he worked for nothing. Does that make sense? 
According to that reasoning (and the whole article hinges on it), 
if a man got $75 a week but spent it all before pay day, he would 


be working for nothing.

The article can’t do good. It leaves the impression that the mill 
business has no problems that a successful strike wouldn’t solve. 
But if mills are gold mines, why aren’t rich investors fighting for 
the stock? As a matter of fact, some of them do make money, but 
one of the largest hasn’t made a dollar since 1932. 

The whole business is in a bad fix, but able and conscientious 
men who have their money and their lives wrapped up in it are 
doing their best, in spite of high taxes, hard competition, chiselers 
and government meddling, to end its faults and make it profitable

The Situation in Spain. 


ST. PAUL, Minn.—Quite apart 
from the fact that General Franco 
is mobilizing all the forces at his 
disposal, the phalangists, the re- 
quetes or Carlists, the regular 
army of Spain plus the 150,000 
Italians and the 10,000 Germans 
for a big smashing drive against 
Valencia, the Loyalist cause in 
Spain seems to be in a dire plight. 
Of course Franco has to fight the 
crucial battle yet, but its outcome 
is not in doubt. A perfectly equip- 
ped international army as the one 
he commands is more than a 
match against a mass of untrain- 
ed citizens whose ports are block- 
ed and who have therefore no 
steady supply of war material. 
Russia has sent some, but it re- 
quires a far more steady flow 
than what Russia has been provid- 
ing. 

But therein does not lie the 
direct and immediate cause of the 
prospective Loyalis. defeat. This 
resides in the change of sentiment 
on the whole Spanish question on 
the part of the British govern- 
ment. General Franco has occu- 
pied the Basque iron ore districts 
and has personally contracted for 
huge shipments of raw materials 
to Germany. Five million tons 
have to be delivered in the course 
of 1937 and 1938 to German ports. 

In order to do this, Franco has 
had to notify British armament 
makers that he might be compell- 
ed to rescind the outstanding con- 
tracts with them. The British gov- 
ernment has thereupon stepped in 
and notified Franco that it can un- 
der no circumstances permit this. 
He must abide by his contracts. 
Very well, says Franco, I can keep 
my contracts with you, too, but I 
must get the war off my hands 
as quickly as possible. Why not 
give me a helping hand—in a dip- 
lomatic way. 

Britain is definitely leaning to 
his side. This spells the doom of 
the Loyalist cause. 

If the Loyalists were to be vic- 


torious and were to a | through 
their program of nationalization 
of the mines,*this would simply 
scrap the contracts for delivery of 
the raw materials. Hence Franco 
will win, and must win; the arma- 
ment campaigns must under no 
consideration be allowed to lag.

DIXIE CONSUMPTION 
SETS. LINT RECORD 


Southern Cotton Mills Use 
Over 50 Per Cent of Sea- 
son’s Growth. 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 24—(UP) 
Southern cotton mills consumed 
more than 50 per cent of the sea- 
son’s growth to set an all-time 
record, but at the expense of next- 
to-smallest exports in a decade, 
the New Orleans Cotton Exchange 
directorate reported tonight on 
1936-1937 activities. 

“While the world’s consumption 
of American cotton showed an in- 
crease of some 800,000 bales,” the 
board’s report said, “the accretion 
was in the United States only, for- 
eign mills decreasing their con- 
sumption of our cotton by about 
700,00 bales while increasing 
their consumption of other growths 
by about 2,500,000 bales. 

“Because of the loss of our for- 
eign markets for cotton, it becomes 
imperative for our government to 
take action to restore our exports 
of cotton to a normal condition. 

Reciprocal Trade Treaties. 

“This can only be done through 
reciprocal trade treaties which will 
enable other nations to sell us 
goods from the proceeds of which 
they will be enabled to buy our 
cotton. 

“Tt was with this idea {In mind 
that (the) board in August wrote 
to Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
approving his policy of reciprocal 
trade treaties.” 

The New Orleans Cotton Ex- 
change board lauded action of the 
national foreign trade convention 
at Cleveland November 3-5 which 
was “in line with the policies” of 
the exchange. The report quoted 
the Cleveland meeting in regard to 
agricultural exports attitude: 

“Absorption of our sprplus farm 
products by foreign markets is 
essential if the American farmer 
is to prosper. Cotton, our prin- 
cipal agricultural export, has lost 
its premier position in our foreign 
trade, because tariff policies and 
governmental restrictions on pro- 
duction have caused foreign coun- 
tries to increase their production 
to the serious detriment of the 
American farmer. Should cotton 
lose its export markets, the south- 
ern fields will of necessity be 
turned to production of food and 
feed for sale in cae spare with 
the west and north 

Surplus Must ‘Be Sold. 

« .. The surplus products of 
the American farm must be sold 
abroad at world prices and gov- 
ernmental financial aid should be 
administered so not to diminish 
such exports.” 

The New Orleans exchange an- 
nual report said the government 
disposed of about 1,350,000 bales 
of loan cotton, reducing its hold- 
ings to about 1,665,000 bales. The 
report reviewed governmental loan 
action and forecast that the record 
1937-38 crop would be put into 
the loan in “substantial quantity.” 

Directors praised efforts to im- 
prove staple and laboratory re- 
search to find new uses for cotton. 
The report was signed by Presi- 
dent Charles E. Fenner and Secre- 
tary Henry Plauche. 


$280,000 ANTICIPATED 
FOR SAVANNAH RIVER 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—(4)— 
Representative Paul Brown, Elber- 
ton, Ga., said today one of the ap- 
propriation bills early next year 
would contain an item of about 
$280,000 for completion of an im- 
provement project on the Savan- 
nah river. 

Brown said the money would 
not be availabue without specific 
appropriation, but added enough 
remained out of the last allocation 
to finance work until spring. The 
project is to be completed during 
September, 1938. 

He said sponsors of the improve- 
ments had the assistance of the 
corps of engineers and the budget 
bureau in obtaining the additional 
appropriation.
